Claims 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wilk 
(2002/0091295). 

Wilk discloses an instrumentation for trans-orally implanting first and second magnetic 
devices in locations across from each other to allow the magnetic devices to attract to 
one another and thereby pull the tissue attached to the magnet together. While Wilk 
does not specifically teach implanting the magnetic devices in the stomach this is 
directed to the intended use of the device and the instrumentation of Wilk is clearly 
capable of implanting the magnetic devices within the stomach in the same manner. 
Further limitations are directed to the action of the magnets themselves, which are not 
positively claimed elements of the claim, all that is positively claimed is the 
instrumentation for implanting such magnets. With respect to claim 18 any o the 
magnetic elements are considered to be "removable" and the instrumentation is capable 
of also removing such. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 17-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
